She Drought 
put s relief crew for H.M.S.. Glory, 
and will return with the time-expired men 
about Saturday next. When the King 
Alfred left England she had om board 1,100 
men, but at Malta, and other atations en 
route ahe landed a number of details, 50 
that she has now only 800 officers and men. 

Ono of the officers told a representative 
of the Times of , thatat home a great 
deal had been made of the fact that H.ML8, 
King Alfred was proceeding to China at 
such a oritical time; but her commission 
was made in the ordinary course of things, 
although it must be admitted she would 
there, an gdditional ship, if she was wanted. 
Unless the unforeacen ccours she will re- 
turn with time-expired men, just’as the 
Spartiate and Europa did leat year. A 
great deal had been made of the cotncidence 
that the King Alfred voyaged in the: wake 
of the new Japanese cruisers.
